Would you believe ...a 


Wilmington light department?

An article authorizing the filing 
of a bill to allow Wilmington the 
possibility of establishing its own 
ht department is in the works for 
April's annual town meeting 

At Monday's selectmen meeting, 
board members directed Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski to have 
town counsel draft the bill and 
bring it back to the board before 
going through town meeting and 
the legislative process. State Rep. 
Lames Miceli, who was present at 
the meeting, told selectmen “this is 
a real long shot, but I support you 
in this,” and urged they get the 

mechanics” started as soon as 
possible. 

Later, Stapezynski explained that 
Wilmington is currently operating 
under a 1908 statute that allows 
Reading Municipal Light Dept 


(RMLD) to supply the town's 
electric needs. Because many 
citizens and industrial represen: 


tatives have become dissatisfied- 


with alleged discriminatory rate 
setting practices and other factors, 
the town has been looking at other 
options. 

Stapczynski said it was his 
understanding that, in order to seek 
other electric sources, "we have to 
go back through the process of 
getting unencumbered, so to 
speak." And because of the 

magnitude" of what we're about to 
do, explained Stapczynski, "we 
would like to have a town meeting 
vote to authorize this action.” 

Stapezynski expressed optimism 
that such a bill would bass, at the 
state level primarily because "we 
have good legislators working for 


us” and this is a “crucial issue” 
which has gained the support of 
other town managers and 
municipalities. The only threat to 
the bill's passage might come from 
strong lobby groups such as 
MMWEC (Mass. Municipal 
Wholesale Electric Co.). 

According to preliminary studies, 
said Stapezynski, the town seems to 
have sufficient resources to run it s 
own light department. The only 
problem-he foresees is "the buy out 
costs” from RMLD. It could take 
several years to analyze the cost of 
the plan and go over it in court, he 
added. 

“We have a myriad of options 
once we form our own 
department,” explained Stapczyn 
ski, including generating our own 
electricity and buying from other 
sources

Wilmington citizens this year can

The engineers, H.W. Moore 
Associates of Boston have designed 
a sewer treatment plant on the 
North Reading shore of the 
proposed development.

Questions raised on water access 


How will water be piped to the 
skating arena which is planned off 
Main Street in Wilmington, if and 
when it is constructed? How will 
water be piped to the new 
American Motors service building, 
which has been erected on a lot 
broken off from the ice arena site 
in back of the AMC dealership 
opposite Bridge Lane? 

Those hard questions were 
debated last Thursday evening at 
the meeting of the Wilmington 
Water and Sewer Commissioners. 

The commissioners were ada- 
mant. A water main, or a sewer 
main, can go into private property 
from a public street, but it cannot 
cross that property to service 
another lot of private land. 

In the past year there has been 
extensive sewer and main installa 
tion on Ballardvale Street, in 
Wilmington, by private interests, 
but under the control of the water 
and sewer commissioners. The 
commissioners have zealously 
guarded their rightyo have access 
to any sewer or water main, in that 
construction, and in other recent 
construction during past years. 

In May 1984 there were 
announced plans to build a skating 
arena, off Main Streep and in back 
of the shopping center. The site was 
rezoned to allow construction of 
the arena, Somehow those plans 
have been on dead center, for more 
than a year. Last year, Jim Gillis 
took over as head of the 
Wilmington Arena Authority, 
which is in charge of building the 
rink, 

The proposed arena is being 
financed by Bernard Restuccia, 
owner of several dealerships 
including Wilmington Ford and 
Wilmington AMC. 

Daniel Restuccia seems to be in 
charge of the construction of the 
AMC service building. It was he 
who submitted to the water and 
sewer commissioners a plan, last 
Thursday, for a sewer for the AMC

service building, the plan which 
started the lengthy debate. In 
answer to a question from com- 
missioner Art Smith, Restuccia said 
that the property was owned by the 
Main Street Realty Trust, and that 
the sewer would be going through 
two parcels of land. The plan had 
not yet been signed. 

Smith remarked that there are 
people in town who want to rezone 
the property back to residentially 
zoned land. He went on to say that 
the commissioners do not approve 
sewer construction unless they 
know the entire program, and not 
for two parcels, even if there is 
only one owner, "We donie do 
anything piecemeal.” 

Restuccia described briefly the

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Dembowski takes over as 
assistant superintendent

It is a partnership that seems to be 
working. Assistant School Superin- 
tendent Henry Dembowski, who 
assumed his new post January 2, has 
already started implementing 
Superintendent Robert Horan’s 
ideas, and incorporating some of 
his own along the way 

In 4 recent conversation in his 
temporary quarters on the first 
floor of the Roman House, 
Dembowski elaborated on his 
goals, his family, his impressions of 
Wilmington, and how he will 
utilize his own strengths to get the 
job done. 

I've been duta collecting all over 
thefplace, “he says easily of his first 
week on the job, Already, from the 
long list of tasks suggested by 
Horan, Dembowski has chosen 
eight (o address as his immediate 
goals. These he will be presenting 
at the next school committee 
meeting 

One priority is studying the 
kindergarten and science curricu 
lums. Dembowski intends to study 
student readiness at the kindergar 
ten level to see if there is a need for 
an expanded program or a Jonger 
day, He also hopes to develop a 
science curriculum which is 
consistent and provides the same 
skills and soame hands-on 
experience in each district school. 

Dembowski finds it costly and 
redundant to have each school put 
out its own handbook. Therefore, 
he will develop a. “generic” 
system-wide student handbook for 
kindergarten through eighth grade 
by September. He hopes to get local 
realtors to underwrite the cost and, 
in turn, they get to keep a copy to 
show prospective clients interested 
in the Wilmington School System. 

I'm very impressed with the 
quantity of hardware," Dembowski 


says ‘of the computer program, 


noting, also, that though there is 
“an unbalanced amount of 
software,” the'quality is excellent. 
He intends to work on a 
curriculum guide for computer 
liter&¢y and a directory of software 
to inventory what's available. This 
might help teachers better utilize 
what is already there 

Along with this, Dembowski 
would like to start some sort of 
parent seminar to allow for 
hands-on computer experience so 
parents won't fear these tools which 
their children are learning to use. 
The computer program needs to be 
streamlined and coordianted” in 
all chools so he may suggest hiring 
a short term person to pull all the 
computer classes together 

Other areas Dembowski will 
tackle in the next six months are 
devising goals and objectives in the 
guidance departments (I'm not 
sure anyone knows what they are,” 
he says), delving in to junior high 
reading and study skills, finding out 
how to use the results of third and 
sixth grade math tests, and, 
exploring new areas in the talented 
and gifted program 

It took me only three days to feel 
like I belong here,” Dembowski 
says of the warmth of his welcome, 
adding that “people have been 
wonderful 

One of his first and most vivid 
impressions of the,town was "the 
expansivéness of it it's 
geographically huge .” He goes on 
to add, eliciting a laugh from his 
listeners, that "traveling from the 
North Intermediate to the 
Shawsheen School is like going on a 
field wip.” What he neglets to say is 
that the hour round trip from his 
Swampscott home to Wilmington is 
no picnic either 

Dembowski resides in 
Swampscott with his wife Claire 
and two sons: Stephen, age 15, and

David, age 14. Both boys, he says 
with fatherly pride, are gifted 
athletes, with Stephen participating 
in basketball, football, and hockey. 
and David a particularly fine skier. 
His wife of 18 years is a “really 
competent” mother and profes- 
sional, working full time as a real 
estate broker. 

Both he and Claire made the 
decision for him to work in 
Wilmington 

I felt (and she agreed) it was 
time for me to move on,” he says of 
thar decision, even though the 
Marblehead School System had 
been "very good” to him in the past. 

Along with a lot of enthusiasm, 
Dembowski brings 26 years 
educational experience to his new 
job. He lists the ability to find 
creative solutions to problems as 
one of his strengths.

The task that the writer set for 
himself in 1985 was to prove or 
disprove the story that Capt. John 
Harnden commanded a company at 
Bunker Hill. It wasn't easy, but 
there is no doubt that his company 
did arrive at Bunker HIll just at the 
end of the battle. 

Sabra Gowen (Gowing) Jaquith, 
the daughter of Corporal (and later 
Captain John Gowing) Jived in what 
some ._ Wilmington residents 
remember as the Swain House, at 
thecorner of Woburn Street and 
Lowell Sweet. She attended the 
Butters Row School, the second 
school in that area 

The school was constructed 
before the days of the Middlesex 
Canal, which went under a bridge 
at Butters Row a rod or two 
easterly from the school. The 
picture of Carrie (as she was then 
known) Swain and her pupils was 
taken in front of that school about 
1885. 

Carrie (later Caroline) at that 
time had no education beyond what 
she had achieved in the Wilmington 
schools. She might have been - 
described as a “caretaker” teacher 
who was filling in because no one 
else was available. 

The school in which she was 
taught burned down about 1895. 

It was replaced after a few years 
by anew school on Chestnut Street, 
the one you and others know as the 
South school. It was built in 
1898-9, if memory serves 


correctly. Eddie Neilson was the 
first janitor, in 1899, and he was 
paid $6 for his year's services.

‘Selectmen explore options 
on dog officer

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen will explore further 
steps to help dogs in the town pound 
find their way back to owners or to 
adopted owners and will look into 
making the dog officer position a 
full time job. 

This decision was reached 
Monday night as dog officer Joe 
Balestrieri explained the changes he 
has already made in his routine 
since charges were leveled against 
him by selectman Bob Cain last 
month. 

Since mid-December, three hours 
each week have been scheduled for 
public viewing and dogs have been 
advertised in the Town Crier. 

Reading resident Joan Sheehan, 
who has been a regular visitor to 
the pound and monitored the 
situation, suggested further that 
visiting hours be expanded to five 
days a week, the dog officer supply 
accurate descriptions of dogs, and 
he advertise in the Town Crier 
supplement (Middlesex East) to 
reach a wider audience. 

In answer to charges that 84 out ~ 
of 88 dogs were allegedly 
destroyed by the dog officer, 
Balestrieri admits he might have 
destroyed "one or two, personally.” 
Some were sent to the Lowell 
Humane Society and they tradi- 
tionally find homes for "good" 
dogs, he added. 

Cain took exception to this 
statement. When dogs to to the 
humane society, he said, the 
majority of dogs are destroyed and 
not put up for adoption. "The end is 
the same, as far as I'm concerned,” 
he added. He also said he felt a 
sani is done to a town 
where no effort is first made to 
locate dog owners. 

Balestrieri passed out a long list 
of dogs returned to owners or 
given up for adoption in 1985. Cain 
said when he looked through pound 
records, he never saw such a list. 
Balestrieri_ answered “he wasn't 
required to list these dogs on 
county forms. 

He then went on to say that 
anyone is welcome to visit the 
pound, but not if his intention is to 
“harass you.” He claimed he had 
been faced with harassment on 
several occasions. Cain said he 
didn’t think it was necesary that 
Balestrieri_try to identify each 
visitor to the pound. Visitors 
should be able to just come through 


without even speaking to the dog 
officer, if that's what they'd like. 

Rocco DgPasquale sought to 
bring the discussion around to a less 
personal level. 

“IL think we're all to blame," he 
said of the controversy. He told 
Balestrieri he should have "a 
certain amount of tolerance” if 
harassed, then added that 
Balestrieri should have had "proper 
direction” in the18 years since he's 
been the town's part time dog 
officer. 

“We've all learned a lesson from 
this, "DePasquale said 

Audience members were vocal 
both for and against the 
performance of the dog officer. 

Although she finds the preseft 
policy of advertising dogs "very 
satisfactory," Mary Tedesco said 
she had asked Balestrieri to 
advertise the dogs as early as last 
July and he refused. 

Sheehan fired 


questions at 


Balestrieri concerning the where- 
abouts of several dogs which she 
had seen at the pound and were no 
longer there. Balestrieri didn't 
know to which dogs she referred, 

Anne Linehan called Balestrieri 
“a not inhumane man” in his 
handling of the dogs in his care, H 

“a man who does a thankless 
‘job,"she said, explaining that she 
had had occasion to deal with him at 
the pound many times in the past 
and was satisfied he was doing a 
proper job. 

Selectmen questioned whether 
Balestrieri could handle extra 
visiting hours or some extra work. 
Balestrieri said he wosked more 
than the normal 20 hours now. 

“If 1 work 20 hows a week, 
where would this town be?" he 
asked.This led to a decision to 
investigate the possibility of 
making the position a full time job, 
something Balestrieri had sug- 
gested in the past. 
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Committee assures private school 
parents busing plans will stay intact

The Tewksbury School 
Committee unanimously voted 
Wednesday to assure parents of 
private school students that there 
will be no further cuts into the 
private school transportation 
account should an upcoming special 
town meeting further slash the 
school department's fiscal 1986 
budget. e 

The vote leaves standing the 

committee's previous decision to 
continue private school 
transportation for the remainder of 
the school year and to retain full 
private school bus service until 
school department funds run out on 
April 7. 
The move effectively protects 
private school parents from any 
further cuts which might happen as 
an indirect result of the January 21 
Special Town Meeting that has been 
called to restore $216,000 cut from 
the town's trash account on 
November 25. 

The replacement of funds to the 
trash account likely means other 
town departmental budgets, 
including the school department, 
will have to be cut 
The motion was adopted after a 
representative of private school 
parents handed the committee a 
petition signed by over 200 parents 
who met January 3 and agreed to 
ask the committee to take the action 
they took Wednesday. 

‘According toa spokesman for the 
group, about 250 private school 
parents met January 3 and 
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(617) 275-8910 x 240 


“reluctantly” agreed to keeping bus 
service at "status quo” until the 
department's money runs out. 

After the money runs out on 
April 7, private school parents will 
be responsible for coming up with 
arrangements of their own to 
transport the 560 students who will 
be affected. One option open to 
them is to:pick up the $63,852 tab 
to continue full service until the end 
of the year. 

The $63,852 is the amount that 
was cut from the private school 
busing account on December 4 as 
part of an overall department 
budget cut. 

A spokesman for the private 
school parents, which is without an 
official leader at this time, said, 
"We will get by as best we can.” He 
added that although no specific 
plans had been made yet, the 
parents would continue to meet and 
work together to find an answer to 
the problem. 

He went on to say that the group is 
seeking the support of all private 
school parents and is considering 
organizing them into neighborhood 
groups as a starting point. 

Looking ahead to private school 
bus transportation's future, the 
spokesman said that private school 
parents should work toward taking 
their bus service out of the school 
department budget and make it a 
separate line item in the overall 
town budget.

Diagnostic Related Groups 

The Diagnostic Related Groups 
(DRG) system is another program 
which will not be an asset to anyone 
under the Medicare medical 
program. The Health Care 
Financing Administration which 
administer the Federal Medicare 
Program has developed a list of 467 
DRGs. Each is assigned a monetary 
value which is the maximum that 
will be paid to the hospital by 
Medicare. When a Medicare 
covered person is admitted to a 
hospital he or she is given a DRG. 
The hospital knows exactly how 
much money it will receive to treat 
that person. If the person's 
treatment is concluded quickly, the 
hospital may profit from the DRG. 
If the person's treatment is 
concluded quickly, the hospital may 
profit from the DRG, If the 
person's treatment is not com- 
pleted, the hospital may lose.

‘To underscore the importance 
of watching sodium intake, DPH 
has issued a new brochure, ‘‘S 
dium: The Hidden Danger 
The brochure, written by Depu 
ty Commissioner Dr. Stephen 
for DPH's Center for 
Health Promotion and En 
vironmental Disease Preven: 
tion, examines the sodium con: 
tent of various foods, bottled and 
tap water, and medications, and 
offers recommendations on how 
to cut down on sodium intake. 


“This brochure, whose con: 
tent has been approved by the 
Center's Scientific Advisory 
Committee, reflects the 
Department's ongping com 
mitment to providing the public 
with information on the common 
risk factors associated with the 
Jeading causes of death in 
Massachusetts, said Dr 
Havas, a chronic disease 
prevention specialist 

“Most people consume much 
more sodium than is either nec- 
essary or healthy,” he con- 
tinued. Recent scientific evi- 
dence has identified the key role 
of excess sodium consumption 
in the development of high blood 
pressure. About one-third of all 
M chusetts adults have high 
blood pressure; 60 percent of 
those over age 65 have this con- 
dition. A substantial portion of 
high blood pressure could be 
prevented if all people consum. 
ed less sodium." 
sed upon the scientific ev 
idence,” said Dr. Havas, “we 
encourage everyone to concen- 
trate their efforts on reducing 
sodium in their food.” 

To minimize the risk from ex. 
cess sodium, DPH recommends 
the following 

Cut down on the intake of high 
sodium processed foods 

Don't add salt during cooking 
Use spices instead 

Don't add salt at the table. 
Use herbs and spices, lemon 
juice, or vinegar to help add fla- 
vor toa meal 

Cut down on consumption of 
fast foods.

there. At dusk, the group at 
tended a vespers service at St 


Nicholas Russian Orthodox Ca 
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thedral. The officiating priest 
Father Dmitry Grigorieff, is a 
well-known Dostoevsky scholar 
and professor at nearby 
Georgetown University 
The group later 
Georgetown, the nation’s oldest 
Catholic university which exhib 
its Byzantine art treasures. In 
Georgetown the group also din 
ed at the bistro “Au Pied de 
Cochon”, which had recently 
gained national attention as the 
scene of Soviet defector Yur 
chenko’s dramatic redefection 
For evening entertainment 
the Austin students attended a 
musical comedy at Ford's 
Theatre. On the twenty-second 
anniversary of President Ken 
nedy’s death the group visited 
Arlington National Cemetery 
and the Lee-Curtis Mansion. At 
President Kennedy's gravesite 
they unexpectedly met Stephen 
Thompson, a 1977 graduate of 
Austin Prep who is now an army 
officer and member of the 
President's Honor Guard.
